Garrett P. fto*rv!ss, the well known 
astronomer and scientist, interviewed 
William Mareoni for the New York 
Journal 
regarding 
the 
wonderful 
achievements of the wireless telegraph 
accomplished on the steamer Philadel­ 
phia. The inventor asked particularly 
concerning til** charge made that it 
would ba impossible to maintain the 
secrecy of messages under the Marconi 
system. 
“I do not wish," said Mr. Marconi, 
“to discuss any comparison with pres­ 
ent methods, but I will say, as I said 
to the stockholders of the company, if 
anyltody thinks lo* can pick up one of 
my message?* with a receiver not in 
tune with it let him try.” 
It Is Upon the proper tuning of the 
transmitter and receiver that Mr. Mar­ 
coni depends to secure secrecy and non­ 
interference, but experience has shown 
that a certain number of vibrations 
must intervene between those that are 
employed for two different sets of in­ 
struments in order to avoid interfer­ 
ence. Just w hat that number is Mr. 
Marconi Is not prepared to soy, hut he 
has no difficulty In finding plenty of 
vibrations sufficiently separated ulong 
the scale to give an indefinite number 
of frequencies available for different 
and Independent sets of Instruments. 
Asked as to whether the sound waves 
cannot tie directed by reflectors, Mr. 
Marconi replied in the affirmative, hut 
only over distances so short that the 
curvature of the earth's surface does 
not conceal the two stations from each 
other. 
The reader wdl! recall that during 
the wonderful experiments on the voy­ 
age of the Philadelphia voile words 
were received and read on the steamer 
sent from Poldhu, in England, up to a 
distance of 1,551 miles, bat thut beyond 
that distance no complete words were 
received, but only signals representing 
the letter ”8,” and these continued to 
come until the distance of the ship 
from the sending station was almost 
2.IOO miles. Then tho delicate ticking 
ceased to be audible. 
Mr. Marconi was asked why the 
words failed to carry os far as tin* sep­ 
arate signals, and he replied that the 
signal for the letter ”8” la the easiest 
of ail to transmit and consequently it 
was heard ofter the energy employed 
had ceased to be sufficient to transmit 
the 
signals 
representing 
complete 
words. 
As to the exact amount of 
electric energy needed to send the mes­ 
sages 2,000 miles Mr. Martini! did not 
care to make any definite statement. 
“Is It an amount within easy reach?” 
I asked.

“Then there would he no difficulty in

Last night there was a meeting of 
White Cross Lodge K. P., and dur­ 
ing the evening many words of com­ 
mendation of the life of the late 
James Dewar were uttered, but the 
following address delivered by Judge 
W. A. Fleming is a tribute worthy 
of publicity: 
Chancellor Commander and Broth­ 
ers:—‘'It is a pleasure, 
weighted 
heavily with sorrow, that calls me 
to say a few words for our departed 
brother, James Dewar. To be brought 
suddenly from the generous warmth 
of his living friendship to stand in 
the shadow^ of his dying hours and to 
speak of him. seems like a hard and 
cruel privilege for one whose heart, 
full of affectionate memories, is best 
equipped for silence. 
But as we 
would hold the hand of the dying 
when in the supreme struggle of 
mortals, as we would follow him to 
his final resting place and there lay 
him down to rest, so, responding to 
the heart’s true desire, we here unite, 
through friendly and fraternal reso­ 
lutions and words sincere, and with 
true and unfeigned grief, to note his 
going and our great loss. 
After all, 
how’ w’eak, how insignificant is hu­ 
man speech for such a task. 
I wish 
I had the power to speak of our dead 
brother as he deserves to be spoken 
of. 
Whatever of simple gift I had 
for speech, I find that my aching 
heart has taken it from me, and my 
poor wmrds, I fear, will seem but a 
mockery if I attem pt to say a word 
t ) you, my brothers, on this sad 
occasion. 
If I could paint the pic­ 
ture of our friend s life as he really 
lived it; if I could show to you the 
many sad faces, the long procession 
of neighbors, and the great numbers 
of fraternal mourners who followed 
him to his last place of rest; if that 
indescribable language which comes 
from all his acquaintances could be 
made to speak—if I could give u tter­ 
ance to the thoughts and feelings of 
all these, I say, I would be content, 
for only then could T discharge the 
duty which I owe to our departed 
brother. 
“ But I cannot doit. 
Words fail— 
my tongue refuses to speak. 
I eau 
only call to mind some of the many 
good traits of which he was so abun- 
denly possessed. 
I do not say that 
he had no faults. 
He would have 
peen lonely here without them; but 
even his faults were warmed by a 
generous and lasting friendship. And 
if there are those who suppose that 
he w’as so surrounded that he could 
not be good and do good, I want to 
say to any such, you are mistaken. 
As a friend he was gentle, kind and 
true. 
None more so than he. 
No 
man ever heard from his lips words 
of unkindness tow*ards any, and no 
one could speak ill of any woman in 
his presence. 
His heart was full of 
quick andjwarm response for gener­ 
ous natures. 
“ Some of us will remember the 
Jiindly admonitions of our brother 
against indulgences we did not need. I 
Like a true brother and friend they | 
came and we heeded them. 
Ex­ 
cesses to him were distasteful. 
He is 
the onlv man I have ever known | 
whose* gentle, tender words seemed < 
all the friend and like a true brother. 
There was nothing he would not do I 
for a friend—nor did he wait for in­ 
vitation. 
The troubles and cares of I 
a friend filled 
his 
thoughts and j 
brought forth generous counsel and ] 
words of cheer. He loved his*fellow- j 
men. 
He was modest and un pre- j 
tending. 
He was always respectful. I 
He found pleasure in his friends and I 
loved their laughter, their ac cgs, j 
their humorous sayings, and ail sweet

No man ever sat at my table whose J 
presence so pleased nae and my 
family. We respected bim. Although 
his situation was surrounded with I 
embarrassments, he still held the re- j 
sp e d of all bis acquaintances.

Staples’s complaint covered only the 
shorter hauls of from 40, 50, 75 or 
IOO miles. 
Mr. Bunn, representing 
the Northern Pacific, said:

Mr. Bunn said further, that the 
business carried under terminal tar­ 
iffs was many times that carried 
under distance tariff a. 
It was finally derided that the al­ 
leged 
discrepancies between 
the 
figure* of the commission and the 
railroad* should be investigated in a 
joint session. 
Mr Riagdal said tbs grocer* ap­ 
peared mtisfied with the arrange 
menu but shippers of hardware etc., 
who had planned to increase their 
botines*, would not do so If the dis­ 
tributing rates were withdrawn. 
There were a hundred articles in the 
western classification on which the 
smaller jobbers could not complete 
with Minneapolis and St. Paul bi­ 
sante of rates.

broken rail caused a frightful wreck 
an the Southern Pacific railroad near 
Maxon station, 25 ml lee west of San­ 
derson, at 3 o'clock a. m. 
From the 
latest accounts received here 15 peo­ 
ple were killed outfight and 28 were 
more or less injured. 
The dead are: 
Three children of 
Mart Riddle of CotopaJc. Kan.; Ruta­ 
ron ContrarsH. Del Rio, Tex.; Andrew 
€. Shelly, wife and child, Lotror, Tex.; 
child of D. E. Housen, Racine. W is.; 
Mr. and Mrs. White. Manitowoc, Wis.; 
Engineer A1 Mast, El 
Paso, Tex.; 
Fireman H. Bertschoist, El Paao, Tex.; 
L. A. Boone, news agent. Doy line, La.; 
Chris Keel, contractor, San Antonio; 
W. W. Price, engineer, San Antonio. 
The ill-fated train left Han Antonio 
two and a half hours late, and at the 
time the accident occurred was run­ 
ning at a high rate of speed in order 
to make up time. 
Tbe road at the 
point where the wreck, occurred la in 
a rough country, the curves 
being 
sharp and the grades heavy. 
It was 
when rounding a curve that the train 
left the track. It la said, on account of 
a broken rail. The hour was 3 a. m., 
15 hours after the train had left 8an 
Antonio, showing that It was still be­ 
hind tíme. 
All the passengers were 
asleep and tbe shock that followed 
was the first Intimation they had of 
the danger. 
The train was going at such a rate 
of speed that the tender and engine 
landed 75 feet from where they left 
the rails. 
The cars behind piled up 
.against the engine, caught fire and all 
were consumed except the alaepers. 


Many of ths Injured Cremated. 


A ll the Injured in the coaches Just 
behind the express and baggage cars 
were cremated. 
The people In the 
sleepers were saved with the assist­ 
ance of the uninjured passengers. A 
private car owned by Thomas Ryan 
of New York, with his family aboard, 
was attached to the rear of the train, 
but it was pulled away before tbe fire 
reached It and no one In It was In­ 
jured. 
The wrecked train was the Galves­ 
ton. Harrisburg and 
San 
Antonio 
westbound passenger No. 8, and con­ 
sisted of an engine, mall car, baggage 
car. one coach and chair car, throe 
tourist sleepers, one Pullman sleeper 
and one private car. 


The mall car. the baggage car and 


coaches were piled together against 
the engine and were ablate In a few 
seconds. 
It was impossible to move 


any of the coaches or the tourist care, 
as they were all off the rails, and they 
were soon consumed by the flamea. 


Aa soon as It was possible to get In 


com muni cat km with the division head­ 
quarters relief trains with surgeons 
and physicians were started from El 
Paso. Del Rio and Sanderson, picking 
up along the line all the surgeons that 
could he found. 
Ail of the Injured who were In a 
condition to be moved were sent to 
El Paso, where 
they are receiving 
careful attention. 
IV. G. Van Vleck. general manager 
of the Galveston. Hariisburg and San 
Antonio railroad, was at San Antonio 
and left at once on a special train for 
the scene of the wreck.
